The Florida FIMR program is a community-based, action-oriented 
process aimed at addressing factors and issues that affect infant 
mortality. The process involves abstractions of medical charts and 
summaries of parent interviews, conducted by expert and community 
review panels, to identify potential contributing factors to infant 
deaths. The program is supported by the National Center for Fatality 
Review and Prevention (NCFRP).  

Infant mortality is the death of a live-born baby during the first year of life.
